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Obama sacks tax chief 
over scandal 


Aruba Customs look back on successful 
Conference here 
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WASHINGTON - An angry 
President Barack Obama said 
yesterday that the "miscon¬ 
duct” detailed in a report about 
the Internal Revenue Service's 
handling of requests from con¬ 
servative groups is "inexcus¬ 
able." 

"Americans have a right to 
be angry about it, and I am 
angry about it," he said. 

In the wake of the uproar, 
Treasury Secretary Jack Lew 
requested — and has accepted 
— the resignation of tax agency 
chief Steven Miller, according 
to Obama. 

Mr. Miller is scheduled to 
testify on Friday before the 
House Ways and Means Com¬ 
mittee in the first of a series of 
hearings on the I.R.S. targeting 
scandal. 

The president also said his 
administration will work to 
enact "new safeguards to make 
sure that this kind of behavior 
cannot happen again." 

Ahead of a public hearing 
on Friday with Mr. Miller, the 
bipartisan leadership of the 
House Ways and Means Com¬ 
mittee requested all I.R.S. do¬ 
cuments on the targeting of 
conservative organizations. 
Mr. Miller met privately with 
Senator Max Baucus of Mon¬ 
tana, the chairman of the Sen¬ 
ate Finance Committee, as 
four Republican senators, in¬ 
cluding the top two leaders, 
demanded his resignation. 

Earlier yesterday, Attorney 
General Eric H. Holder Jr. 


warned top officials at the In¬ 
ternal Revenue Service that 
criminal laws on false state¬ 
ments could come into play in 
a Justice Department investi¬ 
gation on the agency’s target¬ 
ing of conservative groups 
applying for tax-exempt status. 

Appearing at a hearing of 
the House Judiciary Commit¬ 
tee, Mr. Holder said the inves¬ 
tigation would examine 
whether groups of individuals 
had their civil rights criminally 
violated and whether statutes 
governing I.R.S. conduct were 
violated. 


This past week the Aruba Cus¬ 
toms held the 35th Conference 
of Customs and Immigration 
for the Caribbean region. The 
conference was held in the 
Westin Ballroom and wel¬ 
comed participants from over 
35 countries. 

Aruba Minister of Tourism 
Otmar Oduber during the con¬ 
ference emphasized the impor¬ 
tance of the service of Customs 
Officers. 'Customs Officers,' he 
said, 'serve our visitors directly 
immediately upon their arrival 
at the airport. This is both those 
who come by air and those who 


arrive by the cruise lines. 

The Minister explained that 
the Customs Officer’s function 
is not only to provide security 
but also to serve as an ambas¬ 
sador of the country. Hence, 
they form an integral part of 
our tourism during the arrival 
and departure of our visitors. It 
is important for Customs Offi¬ 
cers to be conscious of the fact 
that their work is more than to 
control what enters the island, 
but also on their leadership 
role as ambassadors, according 
to the Minister. 

One of the features that 


make a destination stand out is 
the quality of the service it ren¬ 
ders to people who come to 
visit. According to the Minister, 
the Aruba airport is on its way 
to opening a gateway to the Eu¬ 
ropean market which will pro¬ 
vide opportunities for Aruba to 
receive even more tourists 
from European countries. 

The Minister congratulated 
the Aruba Customs and Immi¬ 
gration on a successful confe¬ 
rence, and expressed words of 
praise for their excellent con¬ 
tribution to Aruba’s flourishing 
tourism. 


White House releases 
Benghazi emails 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
White House yesterday re¬ 
leased 100 pages of emails 
designed to quell a furor 
about disputed talking points 
framed for top officials fol¬ 
lowing the attack on the US 
mission in Benghazi. 

The release of the docu¬ 
ments was an apparent at¬ 
tempt to defuse Republican 
complaints that the White 
House initially blamed the at¬ 
tack, which killed four Amer¬ 
icans, on a spontaneous 
protest rather 

The correspondence ap¬ 
pears to show that the CIA, 
and not senior White House 
and State Department officials, 


took the lead in developing the 
talking points and in omitting 
key information about possible 
extremist action. 

References to Al-Qaeda 
and Libya-based Islamic ex¬ 
tremists were removed from 
the talking points, later used 
by UN ambassador Susan 
Rice in a controversial ap¬ 
pearance on Sunday morning 
talk shows to talk about the 
attack. 

The White House had pre¬ 
viously declined to detail the 
emails, between members of 
President Barack Obama's 
National Security Council, 
the State Department, the CIA 
and other agencies. 


WHouse backs new press 
protection amid storm 


WASHINGTON(AFP) - The 
White House yesterday 
backed legislation to 
strengthen journalists' rights 
to protect sources, amid a 
growing firestorm over the 
government's seizure of re¬ 
porters' phone logs. 

President Barack Obama 
contacted lawmakers to ask 
that a so-called media shield 
bill be brought forward, his 
spokesman said, as criticism 
grew over the secret collec¬ 
tion of the telephone records 
of the Associated Press. 

"The president has long 
supported media shield legis¬ 
lation in the Senate, during 
the 2008 campaign, and as 


president," White House 
spokesman Jay Carney said, 
adding that Obama had spo¬ 
ken directly to Senator 
Charles Schumer. 

Schumer, meanwhile, con¬ 
firmed that he would reintro¬ 
duce the measure, which 
would require prosecutors to 
convince a judge that infor¬ 
mation being sought would 
"prevent or mitigate an act of 
terrorism or harm to national 
security." 

The senior lawmaker said 
the law "would balance na¬ 
tional security needs against 
the public's right to the free 
flow of information."

In 1980, Aruba enacted a 
law that protects turtle nests. In 
1995, a law was introduced 
prohibiting the slaughter of all 
turtles. In 1993, a Sea Turtle 
Recovery Action Plan 
(STRAP) was developed on 
Amba and published under the 
auspices of WIDECAST and 
the UN Caribbean Environ¬ 
ment Program. With this action 
plan as a guideline, a group of 
volunteers has worked ever 
since on the protection and 


conservation of sea turtles on 
Aruba by monitoring nesting 
beaches, registering turtle 
sightings, etc. In September 
2003, the volunteers got orga¬ 
nized and founded the Turtug¬ 
Aruba. 

TurtugAruba is the local 
foundation on Amba that pro¬ 
tects the sea turtles in and 
around the island. They are a 
nonprofit organization consis¬ 
ting of a board, a field coordi¬ 
nator and about 25 volunteers. 
TurtugAruba is a member of 
the WIDECAST (Wider Ca¬ 
ribbean Sea Turtle) Conserva¬ 
tion Network, the regional 
network that includes more 
than 40 different Caribbean 
States and territories. Further¬ 
more, Amba is a member state 
to the CITES (Convention on 
the International Trade in En¬ 
dangered Species of Flora and 
Fauna) Convention and signed 
the Inter-American Conven¬ 
tion for the Protection and 


Conservation of Sea Turtles. 

The annual activities of 
TurtugAruba are: 

• Education and public 
awareness through various in¬ 
formative lectures to different 
groups 

• Monitoring fieldwork, 
protection and data collecting. 
The foundation controls the 
beaches around the island dur¬ 
ing the nesting season. They 
control the Eagle Beach every 
night while the other beaches 
are controlled early in the 
morning. 

• Liaising with Govern¬ 
ment and local NGOs and par¬ 
ticipation in local events. 
TurtugAruba is a member of 
the AHATA Environmental 
Committee and works closely 
with other foundations such as 
Stimamba, Fanapa, Amba Ma¬ 
rine Mammal Foundation, 
Rainbow Warriors, Aruba 
Bird-life Conservation and 
Arikok National Park. 

• Supporting interna¬ 
tional contacts (e.g. WIDE- 
CAST, IUCN) Every year 
members of TurtugAruba at¬ 
tend the International Annual 
Symposium on Sea Turtles 
Conservation and Biology. 

• Generate funding. 
TurtugAruba needs funds to 
continue with its job protecting 
sea turtles.

Breis is Hip Hop lyricist 
based in London. He confi¬ 
dently draws from his Nigerian 
musical heritage and also in¬ 
corporates Yoruba and Pidgin 
English into some of his lyrics.

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BRUSSELS (AFP) - The Euro- 
pean Commission has carried 
out surprise inspections at sev¬ 
eral major oil companies over 
possible price fixing in breach 
of EU anti-trust rules. 

The Commission did not 
name any of the companies in¬ 
volved in Tuesday’s raids but 
British energy giant BP, Shell 
and Norway’s Statoil said that 
their offices had been visited. 

The Commission statement 
explained that even small dis¬ 
tortions of the market could 
have a ’’huge impact on the 
prices of crude oil, refined oil 
products and biofuels purchases 
and sales, potentially harming 
final consumers”. 

In a statement, BP con¬ 
firmed it ”is one of the compa¬ 
nies that is subject to an 
investigation ... We are cooper¬ 
ating fully with the investiga¬ 
tion and unable to comment 
further at this time.” 

A Shell spokesman said: 
”We can confirm that Shell 
companies are currently assis¬ 
ting the European Commission 
in an inquiry into trading acti¬ 
vities. 

Norwegian firm Statoil and 
Platts, the world’s leading oil 
price reporting agency, also 
both confirmed they were being 
investigated. 

’’The suspected violations 
are related to the Platts’ Market- 
On-Close (MOC) price assess¬ 
ment process, used to report 
prices in particular for crude oil, 
refined oil products and biofu¬ 
els, and may have been ongoing 
since 2002,” said Statoil, which 
is 67 percent owned by the Nor¬ 
wegian government. 

The European Commission 
said officials ’’carried out un¬ 
announced inspections at the 
premises of several companies 
active in and providing services 
to the crude oil, refined oil 
products and biofuels sectors. 

’’These inspections took 
place in two EU member 
states,” a statement said, adding 
that one country in the Euro¬ 
pean Economic Area (EEA) — 
of which Norway is a member 
— was also involved. 

’’The Commission has con¬ 
cerns that the companies may 
have colluded ... to manipulate 
the published prices for a num¬ 
ber of oil and biofuel products,” 
it said. 

Additionally, the firms ’’may 
have prevented others from par¬ 
ticipating in the price assess¬ 
ment process, with a view to 
distorting published prices.”

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Nigeria police uncover second 'baby 
factory' in a week 



LAGOS (AFP) - Nigerian po¬ 
lice said yesterday they had 
found six pregnant teenage 
girls in a raid on a house and 
arrested three people suspected 
of planning to sell their babies. 

It was the second so-called 
baby factory uncovered in a 
week in the west African na¬ 
tion. 

"We acted on intelligence 
information and raided the 
house in Enugu (city) where 
we met six girls, under 17 and 
all pregnant, and freed them," 
police spokesman Ebere Ama- 
raizu in southeastern Enugu 
state told AFP. 

He said two men and a 
woman believed to be opera¬ 
ting a child-trafficking ring 
were arrested during the raid 
on Monday and were cooper¬ 
ating with police. 

Amaraizu said the girls had 
been "lured into the house with 
a promise of some money 
after" delivering a child. 

"Investigation will unravel 


the details. We have to know 
how they came about the preg¬ 
nancy and where they came 
from," he said. 

Monday’s raid came five 
days after police in nearby Imo 
State freed 17 pregnant girls 
and 11 small children from a 
home in the town of Umuaka. 

The girls, aged between 14 
and 17, told police that they 
had been impregnated by a 23- 
year-old man who is currently 
in custody. The owner of the 
building is on the run. 

Nigerian police have un¬ 
covered a series of alleged 
baby factories in recent years, 
notably in the southeastern part 
of the country, but the intended 
buyers of the children have not 
been established. 

Arinze Orakwue of the Na¬ 
tional Agency for the Prohibi¬ 
tion of Traffic in Persons and 
other Related Matters (NAP- 
TIP) said the black market for 
the newborns includes those 
who want to avoid the legal 


adoption system. 

"It’s cultural," he said, no¬ 
ting that couples in Nigeria 
who struggle to conceive often 
face social stigma and may not 
want to discuss their situation 
with an adoption agency. 

"What is happening in those 
states is a dangerous develop¬ 
ment. It is simply a criminali- 
sation of the child adoption 
law," he said. 

He added that security 
agencies needed to do more to 
protect impoverished teen¬ 
agers who may be persuaded 
to participate in such a scheme. 

Human trafficking, includ¬ 
ing the selling of children, is 
the third most common crime 
in Nigeria behind fraud and 
drug trafficking, the United 
Nations has said. 

In a human trafficking re¬ 
port released last month, the 
European Union identified 
Nigeria as the African country 
where the scourge is most 
common.

The American Civil Liberties 
Union praised the move to re¬ 
vive the shield law, which 
failed in prior legislative ef¬ 
forts. 

"The White House deserves

More than 50 media orga¬ 
nizations signed a letter of 
protest of the US government 
seizure. 

In a joint letter, the coalition 
said the seizure "calls into 


question the very integrity of 
Department of Justice policies 
toward the press and its ability 
to balance, on its own, its po¬ 
lice powers against the (consti¬ 
tutional) First Amendment 
rights of the news media and 
the public's interest," 

The letter from the Re¬ 
porters Committee for Free¬ 
dom of the Press, said that in 
the 30 years since the Justice 
Department issued guidelines 
governing its subpoena prac¬ 
tice for media phone records, 
"none of us can remember an 
instance where such an over¬ 
reaching dragnet for newsgath¬ 
ering materials was deployed." 

Attorney General Eric 
Holder defended the action 
Tuesday, saying it was part of 
a probe into a security breach 
which had put "the American 
people at risk." 

"That's not hyperbole," he 
insisted, dubbing the leak 
"very, very serious." 


US urges Taiwan, the 
Philippines to cool tensions 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States yesterday urged 
Taiwan and the Philippines to 
resolve a dispute after the 
killing of a Taiwanese fisher¬ 
man, amid concern over rising 
tensions between its two allies. 

Taiwan has slapped sanc¬ 
tions on the Philippines, in¬ 
cluding a ban on the hiring of 
new workers, and rejected an 
apology by President Benigno 
Aquino after Philippine coast 
guards shot dead the 65-year- 
old fisherman last week. 

Washington also urged both 
sides "to ensure maritime 
safety and to refrain from ac¬ 
tions that could further escalate 


tensions." 

Taiwan's President Ma 
Ying-jeou has insisted on a for¬ 
mal apology from Manila as 
well as compensation, de¬ 
manded that the killer to be 
caught and called for talks on 
the fishing industry. 

Maritime tensions are al¬ 
ready high over rival claims in 
the South China Sea, adjacent 
to where last Thursday's shoot¬ 
ing took place. 

China, the Philippines, Tai¬ 
wan, Vietnam, Malaysia and 
Brunei all have competing 
claims to parts of the strategic 
and resource-rich maritime re¬ 
gion.

sensus. 

"I remain convinced of the 
urgent need for unity, and only 
a national consensus can en¬ 
able us to overcome our count¬ 
less challenges," Duvalier 
wrote in a statement. 

On Tuesday, President 
Michel Martelly voiced sup¬ 
port for the idea of a meeting 
of former leaders of the island.

LIMA (AFP) - Peruvian Fo¬ 
reign Minister Rafael Ron- 
cagliolo resigned yesterday 
following diplomatic spats 
with Ecuador and Venezuela, 
and will be replaced by Justice 
Minister Eda Rivas, a govern¬ 
ment source told AFP. 

Roncagliolo, a leftist aca¬ 
demic and journalist with no 
diplomatic experience, is re¬ 
signing "for health reasons," an 
official at the presidential 
palace in Lima said, speaking 
on condition of anonymity. 

Rivas, a 61-year old attor¬ 
ney, becomes Peru’s first fe¬ 
male foreign minister. 

Roncagliolo’s tenure was 
marked by diplomatic clashes 
with the leftist governments of 
Venezuela and Ecuador. 

On May 3 Venezuelan 
leader Nicolas Maduro told 
Roncagliolo to "not get in¬ 
volved in Venezuela's internal 
affairs" when the latter an¬ 
nounced that Peru would hold 
a summit to urge Caracas to 
talk with their political opposi-

BELIZE CITY (AFP) - A con¬ 
struction company owned by a 
local politician demolished a 
2,300-year-old Mayan temple 
in northern Belize to use the 
rubble as gravel for road repair 
work, authorities charged. 

The ancient 30-meter (yard) 
high pyramid, which was re¬ 
duced to a small mound of de¬ 
bris, was part of the Noh Mul 
ceremonial center located 80 
kilometers (50 miles) north¬ 
west of Belize City near the 
border with Mexico. 

"This total disregard for Be¬ 
lize's cultural heritage and na¬ 
tional patrimony is callous, 
ignorant and unforgivable. 
This expressed disdain for our 
laws is incomprehensible," 
Tourism and Culture Minister

Channel 7 television late Tues¬ 
day. 

The archeological complex, 
like all pre-Columbian ruins, 
was under the protection of the 
state even though it was lo¬ 
cated in a privately owned 
sugar cane plantation.

The pyramid's destruction 
was discovered at the end of 
last week, and authorities 
blamed the D-Mar construc¬ 
tion company, which is owned 
by Denny Grijalva, a ruling 
party candidate for mayor of 
Belize City. 

Grijalva has denied any 
knowledge of what happened. 


Panton, promising a tho¬ 
rough investigation, said a re¬ 
port on what happened was 
being prepared and would be 
presented to authorities for ac¬ 
tion at the end of the week.

NEW DELHI (AFP) - Doc¬ 
tors carried out life-saving 
surgery Wednesday on an In¬ 
dian baby suffering from a 
rare disorder that caused her 
head to swell to nearly dou¬ 
ble its size, in a case that 
aroused sympathy world¬ 
wide. 

AFP was given access to 
film the surgery on 15- 
month-old Roona Begum, 
during which doctors used a 
surgical drill to pierce her 
skull before draining fluid 
from her head in an operation 
lasting more than an hour. 

The youngsters' parents, 
who have spent the last 
month at the hospital on the 
outskirts of New Delhi, spoke 
of their joy and relief after the 
operation which doctors de¬ 


scribed as exemplary. 

"The surgery went per¬ 
fectly, much better than ex¬ 
pected, " neurosurgeon 
Sandeep Vaishya said in an 
exclusive interview with AFP 
inside the theatre. 

"It's definitely a success 
but it's too early to say what 
the quality of her future life 
will be like," Vaishya added. 

Roona was bom with hy¬ 
drocephalus, a condition that 
causes cerebrospinal fluid to 
build up on the brain. 

She was found in an In¬ 
dian village last month living 
with parents who are too poor 
to pay for treatment. 

Publication of pictures 
taken by an AFP photogra¬ 
pher in the remote northeast¬ 
ern state of Tripura prompted 


a hospital, mn by the private 
Fortis Healthcare group, to 
offer to treat Roona for free. 

Vaishya, who heads the 
hospital's neurosurgery unit, 
made a series of swift inci¬ 
sions along the right side of 
her head and stomach during 
Wednesday's operation. 

He then used a drill to 
pierce her skull before insert¬ 
ing a shunt, catheter and valve. 

Doctors were then able to 
drain the fluid out of her head 
and towards her abdomen 
where it could be absorbed 
easily into the bloodstream. 

Her father 18-year-old 
Abdul Rahman, who was too 
nervous to speak to the doc¬ 
tors on the morning of the op¬ 
eration, said he was "hugely 
relieved" that the surgery was 
successful. 

"My wife and I were both 
so worried this morning. But 
now when the doctor says 
everything went well, I feel 
hugely relieved. It's been a 
stressful wait," Rahman told 
AFP. 

When Roona was born, 
local doctors told her parents 
to take her to a private hospi¬ 
tal in a big city but the costs 
were too high for Rahman, an 
illiterate labourer who earns 
150 mpees ($2.75) a day. 

Roona's condition had 
caused her head to swell to a 
circumference of 94 centime¬ 


tres (38 inches), putting pres¬ 
sure on her brain and making 
it impossible for her to sit up¬ 
right or crawl. 

On admission, Vaishya es¬ 
timated her head weight 
amounted to half her total 
weight, leading him to be¬ 
lieve that her body would 
stmggle to absorb all the liq¬ 
uid if a shunt procedure were 
carried out immediately. 

So he decided to drain the 
fluid from her head into an 
external plastic bag and con¬ 
tinued the process until the 
circumference had shrank to 
about 60 centimetres, allow¬ 
ing him to perform Wednes¬ 
day's surgery. 

Roona regained con¬ 
sciousness soon after the sur¬ 
gery. The sight of her bruised 
and bandaged head provoked 
her mother, 25-year-old 
Fatema Khatun, to sob incon¬ 
solably until Vaishya reas¬ 
sured her of the operation's 
success. 

Vaishya told AFP the child 
would need further surgery to 
reduce the size of her head. 

"While the shunt will keep 
the head from getting bigger, 
the head is still too large at 
the moment. We will remodel 
her skull, move the bones and 
fix them with plates to reduce 
her head size so she can grow 
normally," he said. 

The shunt surgery is the 


most common treatment for 
hydrocephalus, a condition 
that affects about one in 
every 500 children, according 
to the US government's Na¬ 
tional Institute of Neurologi¬ 
cal Disorders and Stroke. 

"Her neck muscles are very 
underdeveloped, so she will 
need more nutrition and ex¬ 
tensive physiotherapy to make 
her stronger. Her body will 
have to grow strong so she can 
learn to sit up and move about 
and live a normal life." 

The pictures of Roona 
prompted an outpouring of 
support worldwide with 
prospective donors contact¬ 
ing AFP and other news or¬ 
ganisations, enquiring how 
they could contribute to a 
fund for her and her family's 
welfare. 

Two Norwegian college 
students, Jonas Borchgrevink 
and Nathalie Krantz, started 
an online campaign that 
raised $52,000 to help her 
family and fund any future 
aftercare. 

The students told AFP 
they have already established 
contact with a local media 
website in Tripura that will 
help send the money to the 
family.

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NEW YORK (AFP) - The 
New Yorker magazine on 
Wednesday unveiled a new 
online system for anonymous 
whistleblower tips, based on 
technology developed by the 
late Internet activist Aaron 
Swartz and a former hacker. 

The system called Strong¬ 
box was unveiled amid an 
uproar in the news media 
over the US government 
seizure of phone logs from 
the Associated Press, in a 
probe of a news leak which 
officials said threatened na¬ 
tional security. 

’’This morning, The New 
Yorker launched Strongbox, 
an online place where people 
can send documents and mes¬ 
sages to the magazine, and 
we, in turn, can offer them a 
reasonable amount of 
anonymity,” senior editor 
Amy Davidson said. 


'The underlying code, 
given the name DeadDrop, 
will be open-source, and we 
are very glad to be the first to 
bring it out into the world, 
fully implemented.” 

The New Yorker said the 
system was designed to 
avoid putting media organi¬ 
zations at the center of inves¬ 
tigations of news leaks. 

’’Readers and sources have 
long sent documents to the 
magazine and its reporters, 
from letters of complaint to 
classified papers,” Davidson 
said. 

’’But, over the years, it’s 
also become easier to trace 
the senders... Strongbox ad¬ 
dresses that; as it's set up, 
even we won't be able to fig¬ 
ure out where files sent to us 
come from. If anyone asks 
us, we won't be able to tell 
them.” 


Google debuts music service 
for Android gadgets 



SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Google on Wednesday rolled 
out a music service for smart¬ 
phones and tablets powered 
by its free Android software, 
in a ramped-up challenge to 
streaming radio firms such as 
Pandora and Spotify. 

Google Play All Access 
combines the Internet giant's 
music catalog with users' per¬ 
sonal collections in a radio 
station-style subscription 
service, according to Android 
engineering director Chris 
Yerga. 

"Anything I am listening 
to in All Access I can easily 
turn into a radio station,” 
Yerga said while unveiling 
the service at the annual 
Google developers confer¬ 
ence in San Francisco. 

”It allows you to explore 
radio without rules.” 

All Access launched in the 
United States with a monthly 
subscription fee of $10 and 
will roll out to additional 
countries "soon,” according 
to Yerga. 

The California-based firm 
was offering discounts to 
those who sign up quickly for 


the service. 

The number of Android 
smartphones and tablets acti¬ 
vated more than doubled to 
900 million in the past year, 
according to Sundar Pichai, 
senior vice president of An¬ 
droid and Chrome. 

Google's Android mobile 
operating system grabbed 
three out of four smartphones 
sold in the world in the first 
quarter of 2013, extending its 
gains over Apple and its 
iPhone, a survey showed 
Tuesday. 

More than 156 million An¬ 
droid smartphones were sold 
in the first three months of 
the year, or 74.4 percent of 
the global total. That com¬ 
pared with 56.9 percent in the 
same period a year ago. 

Google shares leapt to a 
new all-time high Wednes¬ 
day, topping $900 for the first 
time, as the Internet giant 
opened its developers' con¬ 
ference. 

Last week, Google's 
YouTube unveiled its first 
paid subscription channels in 
a long-anticipated move to 
challenge streaming services 
like Netflix.

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Cornstarch proves to be worth its weight in 
gold 


PARIS (AFP) - Scientists said 
Tuesday they have found a 
way to extract gold from ore 
using a seemingly unlikely 
pantry item — cornstarch. 

Traditional leaching em¬ 
ploys poisonous cyanide to 
dissolve and extract the gold 
locked up in mineral ore — but 
the method is polluting and 
controversial. 

Despite being banned in 
several countries, it is still 
used to extract more than 80 
percent of gold around the 
world. 

Now an international team 
of scientists said they have ac¬ 
cidentally stumbled upon an 
alternative while doing simple 
test tube chemistry experi¬ 
ments. 

One of the team, Zhichang 
Liu, mixed a sugar named 
alpha-cyclodextrin, which is 
derived from cornstarch, with 
dissolved gold salt in the hopes 
of creating some sort of three¬ 



dimensional cubic structure. 

Though initially disap¬ 
pointed when his experiment 
failed, Zhichang soon realised 
he may have discovered some¬ 
thing potentially more lucra¬ 
tive, according to the study 
published in Nature Commu¬ 
nications. 

"Zhichang stumbled on a 
piece of magic for isolating 
gold from anything in a green 
way,” wrote the team. 

"We have replaced nasty 
reagents with a cheap, biolog¬ 
ically friendly material derived 
from starch.” 

The method could, for ex¬ 
ample, be used to remove gold 


from consumer electronic 
waste — a potential boon with 
gold prices having increased 
four-fold over the last decade. 

Several spills have been 
recorded over the years from 
mining sites that use cyanide 
leaching - putting human lives 
and the environment at risk. 

While Europe allows the 
use of cyanide in mining, some 
countries like Germany, Czech 
Republic and Hungary have 
outlawed it and in 2010, the 
European Parliament called for 
these national bans to extend to 
the continent as a whole. 

"The elimination of cyanide 
from the gold industry is of the 
utmost importance environ¬ 
mentally,” study leader Fraser 
Stoddart of Northwestern Uni¬ 
versity's chemistry department 
said. 

The new alternative, alpha- 
cyclodextrin, is "very cheap 
and easy to handle”, he told 
AFP.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Inter¬ 
national Monetary Fund chief 
Christine Lagarde yesterday 
decried rising income dispar¬ 
ity, noting its harmful effect on 
global economic growth. 

Lagarde, in a speech on 
poverty reduction in Washing¬ 
ton, said the top 0.5 percent of 
the global population holds 
over 35 percent of the wealth. 

"This has not gone unno¬ 
ticed: the Arab Spring and 'Oc¬ 
cupy movement,' though very 
different, were motivated in 
part by discontent with these 
trends," the IMF managing di¬ 


rector said, according to the 
prepared text. 

In the United States, where 
the Occupy Wall Street move¬ 
ment began in 2011, the richest 
1.0 percent of the population 
holds 18 percent of all pre-tax 
income, compared with a share 
of 8.0 percent 25 years ago, 
she said. 

"Rising income inequality 
is a growing concern for poli¬ 
cymakers around the world," 
she said, adding that the IMF 
had begun to look more 
closely at the issue and its ef¬ 
fect on the global economy 


IMF releases first bailout funds for Cyprus 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
International Monetary Fund 
approved yesterday a $1.33 
billion (1.0 billion euro) 
bailout loan for Cyprus and re¬ 
leased the first $110.7 million 
to the Cypriot government. 

The loan is part of a com¬ 
bined $13 billion (10 billion 
euro) emergency financing deal 


set by the IMF and the Euro¬ 
pean Stability Mechanism that 
aims to support the government 
as it seeks to stabilize the rav¬ 
aged Cypriot banking sector. 

The announcement came 
two days after the ESM, the 
European Union's new finan¬ 
cial stability backstop, handed 
over the first two billion euros 


of loans agreed under the con¬ 
troversial Cyprus aid deal. 

The deal was set in March 
after the Cypriot government 
agreed to force depositors and 
bondholders in Cyprus's lead¬ 
ing banks to take huge losses 
in order to keep the country's 
banking system from implod¬ 
ing. 


Aruba Central Bank launches coins to 
celebrate the installation of King 
Willem-Alexander 



ORANJESTAD - The Cen- 
trale Bank van Aruba has 
launched two new coins which 
celebrate the installation of 
King Willem-Alexander on the 
April 30. The Prince of Orange 
became both the Dutch and 
Aruban head of state upon the 
official abdication of his 
mother Queen Beatrix on that 
day. Willem-Alexander be¬ 
came Aruba’s second head of 
state as an independent nation 
which was obtained in 1986. 

The two coins, one gold and 
one silver, are struck at the 
Royal Dutch Mint and have de¬ 
nominations of 10 and 5 
Aruban florins respectively. 
The two coins share the same 
design with the new King fac¬ 
ing towards the right in contrast 
to the former Queen facing to 
the left as is Dutch tradition 
with the portraits on coinage. 

The reverse design includes 
the Aruban coat of arms which 
is positioned towards the upper 
left half with a crown placed 
towards the lower right half. 
The denominations of “5 
Florin” or “10 Florin” are seen 
just below both emblems. The 
date of the King’s investiture 


“30 APRIL 2013” is positioned 
above the crown and the text 
“ARUBA VERWELKOMT 
ZIJN NIEUWE KONING” 
(Aruba welcomes its new 
King) is placed below the crest 
in four lines. Both gold and sil¬ 
ver coins share the same re¬ 
verse design.

Italy places 30-year bond 
in four-year first 

MILAN (AFP) - Italy yester¬ 
day placed a 30-year bond, the 
first time it has done so since 
September 2009, which should 
help the country spread out the 
repayment period of its mas¬ 
sive debt. 

The Italian Treasury raised 
6 billion euros ($7.7 billion) at 
a yield of 4.985 percent, ac¬ 
cording to an economy mi¬ 
nistry statement. 

Italian media said bids for 
the bonds had totalled more 
than 12 billion euros. 

The return to issuing such 
long-term bonds shows that 
"Italy, thanks to the austerity 
cure that ensures the consoli¬ 
dation of its public finances 
and the safety nets of the ECB 
and ESM, is no longer per¬ 
ceived as a systemic risk," the 
business daily II Sole 24 Ore 
said on its website. 

The European Central Bank 
has pledged to intervene mas¬ 
sively in the bond markets if 


necessary for eurozone go¬ 
vernments implementing re¬ 
covery plans, while the 
European Stability Mechanism 
institutionalises the bailout 
mechanisms for the eurozone. 

The Bank of Italy said 
Tuesday that the country's debt 
had risen to a new record of 
2.03 trillion euros.

Sony to release 'Angry Birds' 
film in 2016 



GENEVA (AFP) - A new 
colourless, pear-shaped dia¬ 
mond weighing 101.73 carats 
raked in a record 23 million 
Swiss francs ($23.5 million, 
18.5 million euros) at a 
Christie's auction in Geneva 
late Wednesday. 

The price, which does not 
include tax or commission, is 
the highest ever paid for a 
flawless colourless diamond, 
according to the auction 
house, which had hoped the 
gem would go for $30 mil¬ 



lion. 

" Twenty-three million 
(Swiss) francs! Your last 
chance! Twenty-three mil¬ 
lion, sold!" Francois Curiel, 
the head of Christie's jew¬ 
ellery division shouted, 
clinching the deal before 
some 150 people gathered for 
the auction at a luxury 
Geneva hotel. 

Including tax and commis¬ 
sion, the total ticked in at 
$26.7 million, Christies said 
after the sale of the stone, 
which is the largest diamond 
in its category ever to go 
under the hammer. 

The American Institute of 
Gemology has handed the 
gemstone the top colourless 
grade "D" and the best clarity 
grade, "flawless", which is 
characterised by its "absolute 
symmetry", according to 
Christies. 

In the rough, the diamond 
was 236 carats when it was 
extracted from the Jwaneng 
mine in Botswana, before it 
was meticulously sculpted 
for 21 months, Christie's said. 

Wednesday's auction mar¬ 
ked the first time the rock 
goes on sale, and the buyer 
will have the privilege of 
naming it. 

Wednesday's sale marked 
the highest price ever paid for 
a flawless colourless dia¬ 
mond at auction. 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) -

tainment. 

"Despicable Me" producer 
John Cohen and "Iron Man" 
executive producer David 
Maisel will work on the 
movie, scheduled for release 
on July 1, 2016, they said in 
a statement. 

"Sony impressed us with 
their great attitude, determi¬ 
nation, and professionalism," 
said Hed. "They convinced 
us that we have found the 
right partners and team to 
help us market and distribute 
our first motion picture." 

"Angry Birds," which 
started in 2009 as a mobile 
game, has become one of the 
world's biggest entertainment 


franchises. It involves using 
slingshots to launch little 
birds at fortresses built by 
green pigs. 


Sony Pictures Entertain¬ 
ment chief executive Michael 
Lynton and chairman Amy 
Pascal said in a joint state¬ 
ment: "Every studio in town 
would love to add 'Angry 
Birds' to their slate. 

"There are few titles out 
there that bring this kind of 
excitement, brand awareness 
and built-in audience to the 
table. 

"We're thrilled to be dis¬ 
tributing this film and we 
hope this is just the beginning 
of what will be a long rela¬ 
tionship with Rovio as we 
look for ways to work on fu¬ 
ture projects together."

Chelsea claim last-gasp 
Europa League triumph

Murray faces French 
Open pullout, Nadal 
eases in Rome 


AMSTERDAM (AFP) - A 
93rd-minute header from 
Branislav Ivanovic gave 
Chelsea a stunning 2-1 vic¬ 
tory over Benfica in the Eu¬ 
ropa League final on 
Wednesday as the London 
club claimed the trophy for 
the first time in heart-stop- 
ping fashion. 

The game in Amsterdam 
seemed destined for extra 
time after Fernando Torres' 
superb 60th-minute opener 
for Chelsea was cancelled out 
by an Oscar Cardozo penalty, 
only for Ivanovic to net a dra¬ 
matic winner with a looping 
header in stoppage time. 

Club captain John Terry 
sat the game out with an 
ankle injury, but just as he 
had done after last season's 
Champions League final, 
which he missed through sus¬ 
pension, he donned his full 
kit to lift the trophy alongside 
fellow Chelsea stalwart 
Frank Lampard. 

"It's a great feeling," said 
Ivanovic. "This team de¬ 
served this, because we have 
had a very difficult season 
and a lot of games." 

Victory made Chelsea the 
first team to simultaneously 
hold the Champions League 
and Europa League titles, al¬ 
though they will relinquish 
their Champions League 
crown in 10 days. 

More lasting is the statistic 
that they are only the fourth 
club to have claimed Eu¬ 
rope's three major trophies — 
including the now-defunct 
Cup Winners' Cup — after 
Ajax, Bayern Munich and Ju- 
ventus. 

Chelsea's interim manager 
Rafael Benitez, meanwhile, 


joins Giovanni Trapattoni as 
one of only two coaches to 
have won the trophy with two 
different clubs, following his 
2004 success with Valencia. 

"The players have worked 
so hard, all season. I am 
proud — it was not easy. I’m 
really pleased, really proud." 

The manner of defeat was 
cruel on Jorge Jesus' enter¬ 
prising side and means that 
Benfica have now lost seven 
consecutive European finals 
since claiming their last major 
continental crown in 1962. 

"The Benfica fans were 
better than the Chelsea fans," 
said Jesus. "They deserved a 
Benfica victory for their pas¬ 
sion and their feelings and the 
patriotism they showed. 

"This defeat is difficult for 
me because of the Benfica 
fans. For most of the 93 min¬ 
utes, Benfica was always bet¬ 
ter than Chelsea." 

Indeed, so authoritative 
were Benfica, and so lacklus¬ 
tre Chelsea, that only an ap¬ 
parent inability to shoot at the 
appropriate moment pre¬ 
vented Jesus' side from tak¬ 
ing the lead before half-time. 

Cardozo had a header 
ruled out for offside early in 
the second half, and although 
the call was correct, it was 
extremely marginal. 

Salvio saw a header 
fielded by Petr Cech in the 
59th minute, but within sec¬ 
onds, the ball was in the Ben¬ 
fica net. 

It was a Chelsea smash- 
and-grab goal plucked 
straight from last season's 
Champions League textbook, 
but the lead was to last only 
eight minutes. 

Cesar Azpilicueta handled 


Salvio's header just inside the 
Chelsea penalty area and 
Cardozo drilled his spot-kick 
into the middle of the goal to 
claim his seventh goal in this 
season's competition. 

Cech had to produce a fin¬ 
ger-tip save to prevent a half- 
volleyed lob by Cardozo 
from dipping beneath the 
crossbar, before Lampard al¬ 
most gave the game a fairy¬ 
tale late finish with a 25-yard 
pile-driver that hit the bar. 

Extra time beckoned when 
the fourth official raised his 
board to show three minutes 
of injury time, only for 
Ivanovic to send a header arc¬ 
ing over Artur from Mata's 
corner and break Benfica's 
hearts. 


ROME (AFP) - World num¬ 
ber two Andy Murray admit¬ 
ted Wednesday that he could 
miss the French Open after a 
long-term back injury forced 
him to quit the Rome Mas¬ 
ters. 

"I'd be very surprised if I 
was playing in Paris," a sub¬ 
dued Murray said after retir¬ 
ing from a second-round start 
at the Foro Italico, handing a 
6-3, 6-7 (5/7) win to Spain's 
Marcel Granollers. 

Murray, who was celebrat¬ 
ing his 26th birthday on 
Wednesday, said that pain in 
his lower left back, which has 
bothered him since late 2011, 
has been flaring recently, 
bringing on the Rome pull¬ 
out. 

"I felt pain today, the same 
as in Madrid. I hit yesterday 
and played some points. But 
I was still sore today," added 
Murray, with the French 
Open due to start on May 26. 

There were no such prob¬ 


lems for Madrid Masters 
champion Rafael Nadal who 
began laying the groundwork 
for a dream seventh Rome 
title, hammering Italian Fabio 
Fognini 6-1, 6-3. 

Nadal owns five titles 
since making his return after 
seven months out with a knee 
injury. 

The Spaniard, who has 
now won his 32nd match of 
the season against two de¬ 
feats, will next play Ernests 
Gulbis, a winner over Serb 
Viktor Troicki 6-1, 6-1. 

"Tomorrow I play against 
an opponent who is very dan¬ 
gerous," said Nadal. 

In women's play, second 
seed Maria Sharapova, win¬ 
ner of the last two editions, 
started with a 6-2, 6-2 defeat 
of Spain's Garbine Mugu- 
ruza. 

Number three Victoria 
Azarenka was equally un¬ 
troubled by Julia Goerges 
beating the German 6-2, 6-0.

Mayweather stretched his 
perfect record to 44-0 with a 
12-round unanimous decision 
over Robert Guerrero on May 
4, the first fight in his new 
megadeal with Showtime tel¬ 
evision that guarantees him at 
least $32 million per fight 
over six bouts. 

The fight for May- 
weather's World Boxing 
Council welterweight world 
title was the champion's first 
since serving a jail term for 
domestic violence last year. 

In compiling its Fortunate 
50 list, Sports Illustrated 
reckoned Mayweather would 
earn $90 million in 2013. 

Tiger Woods, who was 
number one on the Fortunate 
50 every year from 2004-11, 


falls to his lowest ranking 
ever at number five with esti¬ 
mated earnings this year of 
$40.8 million. 

LeBron James, the Miami 
Heat superstar who was re¬ 
cently named NBA Most 
Valuable Player for the fourth 
time in his career, is second 
on the list with projected 
earnings of $56.5 million. 

James becomes the first 
player in a team sport to be in 
the top two since former NBA 
star Shaquille O'Neal in 2004. 

James's $39 million in en¬ 
dorsements were more than 
any other US sports figure in 
2013, Sports Illustrated re¬ 
ported. 

New Orleans Saints quar¬ 
terback Drew Brees, who 
didn't figure in the top 50 in 
2012, shot to number three in 
2013 thanks to a $37 million 
signing bonus from his NFL 
team.

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INDIANAPOLIS, Indiana 
(AFP) - The Indiana Pacers 
are on the brink of advancing 
to the NBA semi-finals after 
beating New York 93-82 
Tuesday, behind 26 points 
from George Hill and a dom¬ 
inant team rebounding per¬ 
formance. 

Paul George finished with 
18 points and 14 rebounds for 
the Pacers who seized a 3-1 
stranglehold lead and can 
now wrap up the second- 
round series with a win 
Thursday at Madison Square 
Garden. 

"We are making it tough 
for them," Hill said. "We 
wanted to play with physical- 
ity and don’t give them any 
easy baskets". 

Indiana displayed why 
they are the league's top re¬ 
bounding team as they have 
outrebounded New York 188- 
142 in the series and 54-36 
on Tuesday night. 

David West finished with 
10 points and 10 rebounds, 
Roy Hibbert grabbed 11 re¬ 
bounds while Lance Stephen¬ 
son chipped in with 13 points 
for Indiana, who are a perfect 
5-0 at home in the postsea¬ 
son. 

Hibbert also guarded the 
paint effectively by making 
three blocked shots. 

"Everybody's all tied to¬ 
gether on this team," George 
said. 

The Memphis Grizzlies 
are the only other team not 
lose on their home floor dur¬ 
ing these playoffs. 

Carmelo Anthony contin¬ 
ued his disappearing act 
Tuesday as the Knicks star 
failed to score a single point 
in the fourth quarter of game 
four and fouled out with two 


minutes left in regulation. 

Anthony, who didn't make 
a field goal in the final quar¬ 
ter of game three, finished 
with 24 points on nine-of-23 
shooting. 

J.R. Smith is also strug¬ 
gling offensively as he 
missed eight of his first nine 
shots and finished just seven- 
of-22 from the floor for 19 
points. 

New York shot 28 percent 
(8-of-28) from three-point 
range after leading the league 


with an average of almost 11 
per game from beyond the 
arc during the regular season. 

Hill said the Pacers have 
to prepare themselves physi¬ 
cally and mentally for Thurs¬ 
day's game five. 

"We have got to play with 
the same energy, intensity 
and passion and play like we 
are down 3-1. We have to 
think of it as an elimination 
game for us," Hill said. 

"We've got an uphill 
climb. It is doable," said 


Knicks coach Mike Wood- 
son. 

The Pacers closed the sec¬ 
ond quarter with a 13-4 surge 
that included a three pointer 
from Hill. 

George drained a pull-up 
jumper and Hill's steal and 
layup in transition stretched 
Indiana's lead to 16-points. 
Anthony made a long jump 
shot in the final seconds, but 
the Pacers still led 48-34 at 
halftime. 

Hill scored 14 of his 


points in the third and drained 
a three pointer to give Indiana 
a 66-50 lead with 2:12 re¬ 
maining in the quarter. 

The Knicks cut that lead to 
67-56 by going on a 6-1 run 
to end the third. 

Early in the fourth Smith 
made a layup that cut the Pac¬ 
ers' lead to 69-61, but Indiana 
answered with a 7-0 surge of 
their own and were never se¬ 
riously threatened for the re¬ 
mainder of the contest. 
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
